Direct and indirect damage to a 
car, under the collision form of in­ 
surance, has in its meaning a limit­ 
ation of liability, in so far as the 
insurance company is concerned— 
and if this clause were more care­ 
fully digested it would eliminate 
some misunderstanding. 
Very frequently, when a collision 
occurs, indirect damage follows. As 
an illustration— an automobile col­ 
liding with another car breaks the 
oil pump, thus preventing proper lu­ 
brication. The driver attempts to 
continue on his way, and scores 
the cylinders and burns out a bear-j 
ing, thus injuring his motor, to re­ 
pair which entails expense. 
Company Not liable. 
The insurance company, legally1 


withing the meaning of the policy, 
would not be liable for any damage 
that occurred after the collision, for 
this would be indirect damage. The 
only claim 
that 
could be 
laid 
against the company would be for 
such damage as resulted directly 
from the collision. 
Another case is that of a car 
colliding

to move it. In cold weather, for
